T he new GI Bill is intended to i 
provide financial aid to eligible 
veterans who w ant to attend school 
or college or receive o n -th e-jo b 
or o n -th e-farm training. 
How ever, the veteran is expected 
to h ave an 
educational, 
profes­ 
sional or vocational goal in mind 
and not enroll haphazardly in such 
courses 
as bartending, ballroom 
dancing or 
personality develop­ 
m ent. 
C riticism over the W orld 
W ar II veteran s tak in g such ‘cours­ 
es reached such a point that these 
courses h ave been ruled out of the 
GI curriculum . 
Q— W ho is eligible? 
A —V eterans who m eet these r e ­ 
quirem ents: O ut of active service, 
a discharge u n d er conditions o th e r 
than dishonorable, active duty b e­ 
tw een J u n e 27, 1950, and the end 
of the cu rren t em ergency, and at 
least ninety d ay s’ total service, u n ­ 
less discharged sooner for a se rv ­ 
ice-incurred disability. 
Q— W hat is the length of tr a in ­ 
ing? 
A— It is lim ited to one and one- 
half days of education or train in g 
for each day spent in service on 
or after J u n e 27, 1950.

A—W ithin certain limits, a vet­ 
eran m ay choose any program of 
education or train in g that he will 
need to reach his educational, pro­ 
fessional or vocational goal.

hibernate 
ov er winter so deep ly in bu nch 
grass and other refu se that neither 
cold weather or bu rning has mu ch 
effect u p on them. This y ear they 
came ou t oi hibernation late. As 
u su al, a good many went into small 
grains. Then for some reason or 
another before they got arou nd to 
lay ing their eggs and starting the 
first generation, a good many left 
small grain fields and went direct­ 
ly into corn or grain sorghu ms. 
How mu ch damage can be ex ­ 
p ected from chinch bu gs to corn 
and grain sorghu ms this y ear is 
hard to p redict. If y ou only hav e 
fou r or fiv e bu gs p er stalk, chances 
are they won’t do mu ch damage. 
On the other hand, if y ou hav e 10 
to 15 bugs p er p lant, then that’s 
another situ ation. And to make 
things worse, many of the bugs 
are working beneath the su rface of 
the soil where they are hard to 
kill. 
If y ou hav e to sp ray , u se dieldrin 
at the rate of fou r ou nces p er acre. 
If the bugs are working below the 
su rface af the grou nd, dou ble this 
rate. Ap p ly the dieldrin in water 
at the rate of at least fiv e and p re­ 
ferably ten gallons p er acre. 
You can u se an ordinary field 
sp ray er for ap p ly ing the insecti­ 
cide. Plu g u p ev ery other nozzle 
and the nozzles abov e the row. 
Then p u t on drop nozzles with a 
dou ble ex tension. This will giv e 
y ou a direct sp ray on the p lant 
from both sides. Be su re the sp ray ­ 
er is cov ering the p lants thorou gh­ 
ly - 
Watch y ou r corn and grain sorg­ 
hu ms closely and if a heav y infes­ 
tation of chinch bu gs dev elop s . . .

In searching fo r eggs, lo o k fo r 
clusters o f white eggs gro uped 
clo sely to gether -o n the undersides 
o f the leav es. The reco mmended 
spray is l 1^ o f actual DDT per 
acre applied ten to fo urteen day s 
after the first hatch. Use as much 
gallo nage as po ssible. 
The insect that hav e giv en co rn 
gro wers mo st co ncern during the 
past few day s is the co rn ear wo rm 
and so -called bud wo rm o r full 
army wo rm. The wo rms feed deep 
do wn in the to p leaf who rls cutting 
ho les in the leaf fo lds. As the 
leav es gro w o ut they present a 
ragged appearance. I hav e made 
careful ex aminatio n o f the wo rk 
o f this insect o n the Frank J o hn­ 
so n and Sto ry Farms this week, 
and wo rm specimens hav e been 
bro ught to o ur o ffice by sev eral 
farmers. 
There are two impo rtant things 
co ncerning insects that farmers 
sho uld keep in mind. The first is 
that the damage do ne is no t nearly 
as great as it appears to be. Since 
. the wo rm seldo m feeds far eno ugh 
do wn belo w the to p who rl o f leav es 
to reach belo w the tassel, the o nly 
real damage is the lo ss o f a little 
lea f surface which is usually no t 
eno ugh to be impo rtant. 
The seco nd impo rtant fact abo ut 
these ty pes o f wo rms is that the 
usual spray s giv e v ery po o r co n­ 
tro l—so po o r that I do ubt if spray ­ 
ing is adv isable in mo st cases. If 
spray ing is do ne, it is suggested 
that either DDT at the rate o f 1 V\ 
to \ Vz po unds o r to x apho ne at the 
rate o f two po unds actual material 
be used per acre. Apply the po iso ns 
in as much water as po ssible so 
that it will tend to be carried do wn 
into the who rl o f leav es.

Keep it chilled o r keep it v ery ho t

Chinch bugs have already been 
reported in large numbers in Stod­ 
dard county to our west, savs Tom 
B. Stroup, Scott County Agent. 
Adult 
chinch 
bugs 
hibernate 
over w inter so deeply in bunch 
grass and other refuse that neither 
cold weather or burning has much 
effect upon them. This year they 
came out of hibernation late. As 
usual, a good many went into small 
grains. Then for some reason or 
another before they got around to 
laying their eggs and starting the 
first generation, a good many left 
small grain fields and went direct­ 
ly into corn or grain sorghums. 
How much damage can be ex­ 
pected from chinch bugs to corn 
and grain sorghums this year is 
hard to predict. If you only have 
four or five bugs per stalk, chances j 
are they won’t do much damage. ’ 
On the other hand, if you have 10 
to 15 bugs per plant, then that’s 
another situation. And to make 
things worse, many of the bugs 
are working beneath the surface of 
the soil where they are hard to 
kill. 


If you have to spray, use dieldrin 
at the rate of four ounces per acre. 
If the bugs are working below the 
surface at the ground, double this 
rate. Apply the dieldrin in w a te r1 
at the rate of at least five and pre- i 
ferably ten gallons per acre.

CHINCH BUG CONTROL 
Chinch bugs have already been 
reported in large numbers in Stod­ 
dard county to our west, savs Tom 
B. Stroup, Scott County Agent.

chinch 
bugs 
hibernate 
over winter so deeply in bunch 
grass and other refuse that neither 
cold weather or burning has much 
effect upon them. This year they 
came out of hibernation late. As 
usual, a good many went into small 
grains. Then for some reason or 
another before they got around to 
laying their eggs and starting the 
first generation, a good many left 
small grain fields and went direct­ 
ly into corn or grain sorghums. 
How much damage can be ex­ 
pected from chinch bugs to corn ! 
and grain sorghums this year is j 
hard to predict, lf you only have 
four or five bugs per stalk, chances ; 
are they won’t do much damage. ; 
On the ether hand, if you have IO 
to 15 bugs per plant, then that’s 
another situation. And to make 
things worse, many of the bugs 
are working beneath the surface of 
die soil where they are hard to j 
kill. 
If you have to spray, use dieldrin 
at the rate of four ounces per acre. 
If the bugs are working below the 
surface af the ground, double this 
rate. Apply the dieldrin in water j 
at the rate of at least five and pre­ 
ferably ten gallons per acre. 
You can use an ordinary field j 
sprayer for applying the insccti-1 
cide. Plug up every other nozzle j 
and the nozzles above the ro w .; 
Then put on drop nozzles with a j 
double extension. This will give | 
you a direct spray on the plant 
from both sides. Be sure the spray­ 
er is covering the plants thorough­ 
ly.

have seen the pests in several 
fields. 
It pays to spray for corn borers 
only when there are 50 or more 
egg masses per 100 plants on corn 
that is more than three feet high. 
In searching for eggs, look for 
clusters of white eggs grouped 
closely together on the undersides 
of the leaves. The recommended 
spray is 1 Vz of actual DDT per 
acre applied ten to fourteen days 
after the first hatch. Use as much 
gallonage as possible. 
The insect that have given corn 
growers most concern during the 
past few days is the corn ear worm 
and so-called bud worm or full 
army worm. The worms feed deep 
down in the top leaf whorls cutting 
holes in the leaf folds. As the 
leaves grow out they present a 
ragged appearance. I have made 
careful examination of the work 
of this insect on the Frank Joh n­ 
son and Story Farm s this week, 
and worm specimens have been 
brought to our office by several 
farmers. 
There are two important things 
concerning 
insects 
that 
farmers 
should keep in mind. The first is 
that the damage done is not nearly 
as great as it appears to be. Since 
the worm seldom feeds far enough 
down below the top whorl of leaves 
to reach below the tassel, the only 
real damage is the loss of a little 
leaf surface which is usually not 
enough to be important. 
The second important fact about 
these types of worms is that the 
usual sprays give very poor con­ 
trol— so poor that I doubt if spray­ 
ing is advisable in most cases. If 
spraying is done, it is suggested 
that either DDT at the rate of 1 v\ 
to lVfe pounds or toxaphone at the 
rate of two pounds actual material 
be used per acre. Apply the poisons 
in as much water as possible so 
that it will tend to be carried down 
into the whorl of leaves.

Fig­ 
uring the extra 13.6 bushels pro­ 
duced by the fertilizer at $1.70 per 
bushel, Mr. McClanahan received 
an additional $23.46 per acre for 
an investment of $14.25 in .fertili­ 
zer, In figuring the return receiv­ 
ed at least half of the phosphate 
and potash applied can be relied 
on as a carryover for the benefit 
of crops in future years. 
Results from seven dem onstra­ 
tion plots conducted in this county 
in past years where accurate yield 
records have been kept show that 
every three pounds of actual nitro­ 
gen applied as a top dressing has 
returned an extra bushel of wheat. 
On this basis, when wheat is sell­ 
ing at $1.70 and am m onum nitro­ 
gen at $90.00 per ton, $1.00 worth 
of nitrogen produces $4.15 in add­ 
ed wheat. However, phosphate and 
potash deficiences may have be 
met in some cases, such as Mc- 
C lanahan’s, before full returns can 
be obtained from the nitrogen.

Miss. County Extension Notes 


While the European corn borer 
has made its appearance in many 
com fields, there is no reason to 
expect an y more damage than we 
have had during the past three 
years. The only farm er to bring 
effected plants to the office was 
A. J. Reynolds, Jr. However. I 
have seen the pests in several 
fields. 
It pays to spray for corn borers 
only when there are 50 or more 
egg masses per IOO plants on corn 
that is more than three feet high. 
In searching for eggs, look for 
clusters of white eggs grouped 
closely together on the undersides 
of the leaves. The recommended 
spray is I 
of actual DDT per 
acre applied ten to fourteen days 
after the first hatch. Use as much 
gallonage as possible. 
The insect that have given corn 
growers most concern during the 
past few days is the corn ear worm 
and so-called bud worm or full 
army worm. The worms feed deep 
down in the top leaf whorls cutting 
holes in the leaf folds. As the 
leaves grow out they present a 
ragged appearance. I have made 
careful examination of the work 
of this insect on the Frank John­ 
son and Story Farms this week, 
and w’orm specimens have been 
brought to our office by several 
farmers. 
There are two important things 
concerning insects that farmers 
should keep in mind. The first is 
that the damage done is not nearly 
as great as it appears to be. Since 
the worm seldom feeds far enough 
d'iwn below the top whorl of leaves 
to reach below the tassel, the only 
real damage is the loss of a little 
leaf surface which is usually not 
enough to be important. 
The second important fact about 
these types of worms is that the 
usual sprays give very poor con­ 
trol—so poor that I doubt if spray­ 
ing is advisable in most cases, lf 
spraying is done, it is suggested 
that either DDT at the rate of I x/4 
to lVfe pounds or toxaphone at the 
rate of two pounds actual material 
be used per acre. Apply the poisons 
in as much water as possible so 
that it will tend to be carried down 
into the whorl of leaves. 


gists of the U. S. Dept, of Agricul­ 
ture say the safe rule to follow' 
when cooked food must wait is: 
Keep it chilled or keep it very hot

show no signs of spoilage, so you 
can’t rely on taste, odor or appear- 
j ance.

dressing, stuffed eggs or egg salads, 
and all cooked meats, poultry and 
fish. Don’t allow these foods to 
wait in picnic baskets or out on 
the table. 


Mac R McClanahan reports hav­ 
ing increased his wheat yield this 
year from 17.8 bushels to 31.6 
bushels per acre by the use of com­ 
mercial fertilizer. Based on the re­ 
sults of a soil test he applied 250 
pounds of 10-10-10 fertilizer per 
acre at seeding time and top dress­ 
ed with IOO pounds of ammonium 
nitrate this spring. The fertilizer 
cost per acre including fifty cents 
for the application was $14.25. Fig­ 
uring the extra 13.6 bushels pro­ 
duced by the fertilizer at $1.70 per 
bushel, Mr. McClanahan received 
an additional $23.46 per acre for 
an investment of $14.25 in Xertili- 
zer. In figuring the return receiv­ 
ed at least half of the phosphate 
and potash applied can be relied 
on as a carryover for the benefit 
of crops in future years. 
Results from seven dem onstra­ 
tion plots conducted in this county 
in past years where accurate yield 
records have been kept show that 
every three pounds of actual nitro­ 
gen applied as a top dressing has 
returned an extra bushel of wheat. 
On this basis, when w'heat is sell­ 
ing at $1.70 and ammonum nitro­ 
gen at $90.00 per ton, $1.00 worth 
of nitrogen produces $4.15 in add­ 
ed w’heat. However, phosphate and 
potash deficiences may have be 
met in some cases, such as Mc- 
Clanahan’s, before full returns can 
be obtained from the nitrogen.

We’ve all heard the expression 
—a land flowing with milk and 
honey. Present milk supplies in our 
country make that statement liter­ 
ally true—and there is plenty of 
honey, too. But for the moment 
let’s talk about the place of milk 
in family meals. Milk is a unique 
food, for no other can take its 
place. It is a bargain in calcium, 
the chief mineral in our bones and 
teeth. Without the use of milk in 
the diet, it is almost impossible 
to get enough calcium for bodily 
needs. And it supplies other nutri­ 
ents as well. Some of these are 
protein, riboflavin and vitamin A. 
Whole, skim, evaporated, condens­ 
ed and dried—use milk liberally 
in every meal. One of the best and 
wasiest w’ays to include milk in 
your meals is to drink it. Every 
day serve at least three cups of 
milk to children through the teens; 
serve at least two cups daily to 
adults; four cups for m others-to- 
be; and 
five cups for nursing 
mothers. June is national dairy 
month—a good time to plan for 
everyone to drink milk at least one 
meal daily, and children every 
meal. 


With good care your electric fan 
will serve you well. Not only will 
your electric fan serve you better 
if given the proper care, but such 
attention may save a repair bill 
later. Your fan may need dusting 
or cleaning, and also oiling, to get 
it in condition for heavy summer 
duty. 
Read the manufacturer’s direc­ 
tions for correct oiling that came 
with the fan. Usually, fans need 
lubricating only once a year, but 
if they run a great deal, they may 
need oil more frequently. However, 
manufacturers caution that care 
must be taken not to over oil w hich 
may soak the insulation in the 
motor, thus causing motor damage. 
If a fan is noisy or vibrates too 
much, the trouble may be lack of 
oil or a loose screw'; also, dirt on 
the fan blades can cause unbalance. 
If the blades are very soiled, espe­ 
cially with oily grease, clean them 
with a damp soapy cloth or a cloth 
dipped in kerosene oil. A damp 
soapy cloth also is suggested for 
wiping off guards and the cover 
of the motor. 
Like the fan itself, the cord re­ 
quires little care but the right care 
to keep it in good condition. When­ 
ever the fan is connected, straight­ 
en out any kinks in the cord and 
avoid sharp bends when winding 
it. Replace or repair frayer or 
damaged cords, lf a fan fails to 
start, it may mean a break in the 
cord or a loose connection. If the 
trouble is not apparent, it’s a good 
idea to check it with the repair 
man.
